Regarding independent claim 17 (and its dependent), none of the prior art either 
alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed method of manufacturing a lens 
system specifically including as the distinguishing features in combination with the other 
limitations the claimed "wherein the center of each opening provides an optical axis, a 
lens field corresponding to each opening has n-fold symmetry with respect to the center 
of the opening and n>1". 

Regarding independent claim 34, none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed multiple charged particle beam device 
specifically including as the distinguishing features in combination with the other 
limitations the claimed "wherein each lens module has n-fold symmetry with respect to 
the center of the opening and n>1".
